IDEOLOGY OF PAKISTAN 


INTRODUCTION 


Pakistan was founded as a haven for the subcontinent's Muslims, and today they comprise more 
than 95% of the population. But it took centuries before Islam gained more than a foothold here, and 
centunes more before native inhabitants took up the religion in great numbers, The roots of Islam in 
the subcontinent extend back to the campaigns of conquest waged by Arab armies in the first years 
after the birth of their religion in the seventh century. For 500 years a succession of Islamic dynasties 
— the Ghaznavids, Ghurids, and Delhi Sultanate among them — ruled significant portions of the 
region, battling Hindu kingdoms and migrating nomads. These dynasties laid the foundation for one of 
the greatest kingdoms the world has seen: the Mughal Empire. 


The subcontinent was accustomed to 
incursions from outsiders seeking land, 
treasures, and dominion. But unlike the 
nomads, Persians, or Greeks who preceded 
them, the Muslims introduced strong central 
govemment and many other social 
innovations. Their influence transformed the 
subcontinent and left a legacy of incomparable art and architecture, scientific knowledge, and other 
priceless contributions to world heritage. But in the process the Islamic tide created a schism with the 
subcontinent’s Hindu majority that continues to define relations between Pakistan and India to this 
day. Ideology may be the most difficult, but the most often used concept in the social sciences, and 
one that has endless submeanings in both academic and everyday discussion. 


The term “Ideology” was likely coined by the 
French thinker Claude Destutt de.Tracy at the 
turn of the nineteenth century, in his study of 
the Enlightenment. For De Tracy, ideology was 
the science of ideas and their origins. 


IDEOLOGY 


Most commonly, Ideology is the systematic body of concepts especially about life or culture. It 
comes from divine guidance or from great minds. It constitutes a system of human life including 
theories, objectives and assertions of life. In a society, the individuals should have common ideology. 
Ideology understands ideas to issue, not haphazardly from mind or consciousness, but as the result of 
forces in the material environment that shape what people think. De Tracy believed his view of 
ideology could be put to progressive political purposes, since understanding thë source of ideas might ` 
enable efforts on behalf of human progress.

CHARACTERISTICS OF IDEOLOGY OF PAKISTAN 

Although living in India together for centuries, Hindus and Muslims primarily belong 10 two 
different religious doctrines, societa] customs and literatures. They belong to civilisations which have 
incompatible ideas and conceptions toward each other. Therefore, Muslims demanded 2 separate 
country where they could practise their religion freely and lead their lives as free individuals of an 
independent country. There are five elements of the ideological base of Pakistan: 


1. Islam 


The Muslims of subcontinent are a nation in the true sense of the word. The bases of their 
nationhood are neither territorial, racial, linguistic nor ethnic; rather they are 2 mation because they 
belong to the same faith, Islam. So, they considered it their fundamental right to be entitled to the right 
of self-determination. They demanded that the Muslim majority areas should be consututed into a 
separate and sovereign state, wherein they would be enabled to lead their lives freely in accordance 
with the teachings of Holy Quran and shariah of the Holy Prophet (SAWW). They further wanted 
their State to strengthen the bonds of unity among Muslim countries. 


In the beginning of the 11th century, al-Biruni observed that Hindus differed from 
the Muslims in all matters and habits. The only difference between the writing of al- 
-Biruni and the speech of Quaid-e-Azam was that al-Biruni made calculated 
predictions, while Quaid-e-Azam had history behind him to support his orgument. ^

The primary concept of ideology is that Muslims should get a separate identity. They should 
have a separate state where they could lead their lives according to Islamic Shariah and golden 
principles, recognise their religion freely and safeguard Islamic tradition.

4. Democratic System 

In an Islamic State, all the affairs are decided on the basis of shariah (Democracy). In other 
words, the social, economic, political and the cultural affairs are operated on the basis of mutual consensus 
znd Islamic democracy. : 

5. Urdu Language ES 

Language is not only a fundamental characteristic of a nation, but still remains one of the 
features by which a nation may be distinguished or one of the grounds on which nationalism may be 
founded. In the subcontinent, Urdu was considered to be the language of Muslims and Hindi to the 
Hindus. During the last days of the Muslim rule, Urdu emerged as the most common language of the 
north-western provinces of India. It was declared the official language, and all official records were 
written in this language. 

In 1867, some prominent Hindus started a movement in Banaras in which they demanded the 
replacement of Urdu with Hindi, and the Persian script with the Devanagri script. The reason for 
opposing Urdu was that the language was written in Persian script, which was similar to the Arabic 
script which was the language of the Quran. 

Maulvi Abdul Haque rightly said: 
"Urdu is the first brick ín the foundation of Pakistan."

In battle near Peshawar, Mahmud’s 15,000 Ghulam cavalry 
rauted Jaipal's army of 12,000 horses, 30,000 foot and 300 elephants, leaving nearly half ther number 
dead. Mahmud launched a total of 17 campaigns into India between [001 and 1926, annexing the 
Punjab, establishing a provincial governor at Lahore, and consolidating north-eastern India before 
looking south.

Beginning in the mid-12th century, Ghor 
declared its independence from the Ghaznavid 
Empire. In 1173, Shahabuddin Muhammad | Ghor region of

assisted his brother Ghiyasuddin. Shahabuddin 
Ghori captured Multan and Uch in 1175 and captured the Ghaznavid principality of Lahore in 1186. After 
the demise of his brother Ghiyasuddin in 1202, he became the heir of his empire and his rule lasted until his 
assassination in 1206 near Jhelum. A confused struggle then followed among the remaining Ghurid leaders, 
and the Khwarezmids were able to conquer the Ghurids' empire in about 1215. Though the Ghurid Empire 
was ephemeral, Shahabuddin Ghori's conquests fortified the foundations of Muslim rule in India. On his 
death, the importance of Ghazna and Ghor dissipated and they were replaced by Delhi as the Islamic capital.

Iltutmish organised 
his government and made several reforms. First, he 
organised the ruling elite or nobility of the period, 
which is better known as Turkan-e-Chihalgani or 
Calisa. Secondly, he divided his empire into 


numerous big and small pieces of land, called Iqtas, 
Thirdly, he introduced the silver coins called sanka and copper coins called jital. Iltutmish chose his 


daughter Razia as his successor instead of his son due to her ability to become a ruler. She ruled for a 
short period and after her a number of Jess important sultans came to the throne, Balban was another 
important ruler of the Slave Dynasty. He called himself a shadow of God on carth. He encouraged 
people do sijdah in his presences, (they had to kneel and touch the ground with their forehead in 


salutation to him and do paibos, kissing the feet of the king).

After the Slave sultans, the Khiljis ascended to the throne. The first Sultan i 
Jalaluddin Khalji, He came to throne in 1290 AD, at the age of seventy, but Hia iion im 
succeeded by his ambitious nephew Alauddin Khalji in 1296 AD.

The Tughlaqs (1320-1413) 


Ghiyasuddin Tughlaq instituted the third dynasty of the Sultanate era. He was an expenenced 
combatant, statesman and a proficient administrator. He slackened various strict measures Exposed by 
Alauddin Khalji and restored peace and order in the kingdom He built the fonified city of 
Tughalaqbad in Delhi. Many sources provide information about Tughlag's reign in 1325 AD. ba 
Batuta visited India during his reign. He was appointed as the chief Qazi of Delhi and was later sent 
by the Sultan as an ambassador to China. Muhammad Tughlag was a great scholar and was well- 
versed in various branches of leaming. But he failed on account of his three famous projects. The first 
project was the Transfer of Capital from Delhi to Devagiri (district Aurangabad, Maharashtra) 
Muhammad's second project was the introduction of token currency. This project failed on account of 
the circulation of counterfeit coins on a very large scale, which caused chaos in trade and commerce. 
Muhammad had to finally withdraw the token currency and offer to exchange all the token coms for 
silver coins. The third project he launched was to compensate his monetary loss in the above projects. 
In order to get more mgney he increased the land revenue in the Doab. The measure proved to be ill- 
timed, as the Doab region was then passing through a great famine, which was followed by plague. 
The discontentment among the people forced him to withdraw his order. B 

After Muhammad Tughlaq, Firoz Shah Tughlaq came to the throne. He adopted appeasement 
policies to gain support of the nobles, the army and the ulema. To please orthodox Muslims he 
imposed jizyah on Brahmans also and made it a separate tax. He also granted lands to the ulema and 
made igtas hereditary. The one remarkable feature of his reign was his interest in public works. He 
founded new cities like Hissar, Ferozpur, Jaunpur and Firuzabad. He also constructed dams, canals. 
saraís, mosques and madaris and laid about 1200 state-managed fruit gardens. The process of decay

The Tughlaq dynasty ended soon after the Timurid invasion but the su a 
nominee captured Delhi and was proclaimed the new Sultan and the first of Sayyid Dynasty (1414 AD 
~ 1431 AD), which was to rule the earlier half of the 15th century. Their rule was shortlived and 
confined to somg 200 miles around Delhi. They kept the machinery going until a more capable 
dynasty, the Lodhis, took over. 

Lodhi Dynasty (1451-1526 AD) 

Bahlul Lodhi established himself in’ Punjab after the Timur's invasion. The most important 
Lodhi sultan was Sikandar Lodhi (1489-1517), who controlled the Ganges Valley as far as Bengal. He 
moved his capital from Delhi, to be able to control the kingdom better, to a new town which later 
become famous as the city of Agra. The last Lodhi sultan was Ibrahim Lodhi. He was defeated and 
killed by Babur in the first battle of Panipat in 1526 AD. With the fall of the Lodhis the Sultanate of 
Delhi also ended. 


THE MUGHAL EMPIRE 


Mughal Empire was one of the largest empires of India. Mughals conquered almost the whole 

subcontinent, The four comers of this empire were Bengal, Balochistan, Kashmir and the Kaveri 

basin. The Bengal formed the eastem comer of this dynasty while the Balochistan formed the westem 
Comer. Kashmir was at the northem tip and the Kaveri basin was in south,

In the power struggle in Central Asia, he had to face 
opposition from his own relatives as also the Uzbeks. Babur's ambition was to conquer Samarkand, 
the one-time capital of Timur. His two attempts to take possession of that city in 1497 and 1503 ended 
in failure, In the power struggle, he was deprived of his own kingdom Farghana and had to wander 
homeless for a couple of years. He could not fulfil his dream to institute an empire in Central Asia.

He was also influenced by the Persian culture and this affected both his own actions 
and those of his Successors, 


; giving rise to a significant expansion of the Persianate 
ethos in the Indian subcontinent. 


BABUR INVADES INDIA 


On account of his vacillating position in Central Asia, after crossing the Indus, he invaded India 
five times. After victory in Kabul, Babur tried again to conquer Samarkand and sought help from Shah 
Ismail Safavi of Persia to fight against Shaibani Khan, the Uzbek chief. But the Uzbeks defeated him in 
1512. His aspirations towards the north-west were thwarted and so he turned his attention to India. During 
the period 1512 and 1525, he led many expeditions to India, but none of them was fruitful. 


FIRST BATTLE OF PANIPAT (1526) 


When Daulat Khan realised that Babur wished to conquer India for himself, he turned against 
him. This compelled Babur to retire to Kabul. In November 1525, he marched from Kabul again with 
a huge army and occupied Punjab. Babur proceeded against Ibrahim Lodi and met him on the historic 
field of Panipat on April 21, 1526. Babur came to India with only 12,000 soldiers while Ibrahim Lodhi 
had a vast army of over 100,000. Babur's experience helped him win the decisive battle. And the fifth 
expedition resulted in the death of Ibrahim Lodhi. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF BABUR'S RULE (1526 AD-1530 AD) 


Babur established his empire after defeating Ibrahim Lodhi at the Battle of Panipat, the Rajputs 
under Rana Sanga of Mewar at the battle of Kanwar and the consolidated Afghans chiefs at the banks 
of river Ghagra. His kingdom extended from Kabul and Kandhar in the north-west to Bihar in the east 
and from the Himalayas in the north to Gwalior in the south, However, he was not able to enjoy the 
fruits of his hard-earned victories. After four years of ruling India, Babur died in 1530-at the age of 47. 
He was succeeded by his son Humayun. 


BABUR’S SUCCESSORS 
Humayun (1530-1556) 


Babur's son Humayun inherited much of his father's sensitivity but he did not have the same 
qualities of decisive statesmanship or the same quick military skills. He was a better scholar than 
soldier. At continual odds with the Afghans, their rebel chief Sher Shah Suri forced Humayun to leave

After his death, the Mughal Empire collapsed with internal conflicts among the 
successors and was reduced to the area around Delhi. The various provinces declared their 


independence and the Marathas under the leadership of Peshwas, gradually extended their hold in 


North India. Foreign invasion of Nadir Shah in 1729 AD and Ahmed Shah Abdali in 1747-61 AD 


further weakened the empire. The last Mughal emperor Bahadur Shah Zafar was imprisoned by the 
Britishers after the 1857 mutiny. 


Bahadur Shah Zafar (1837-1862) 

Bahadur Shah Zafar was the last Mughal emperor. He was over sixty when he ascended to the 
throne of Delhi. Bahadur Shah himself was quite uninterested in the statecraft. He had no imperial 
interest. He was a very good poet and a calligrapher as well as a Sufi. After the war of independence 


of 1857, he was exiled to Rangoon in 1858 where he died in 1862 at the age of 87. 
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DECLINE OF GREAT MUSLIM EMPIRE 
IN THE SUBCONTINENT 


‘An empire founded by war has to maintain itself by war." (Charles de Montesquieu) 
dui No period in Indian history has drawn as much attention and scholarly research as the period 
corresponds to Mughal rule. Western and many Indian historians have focused alike on the 


reign of the Mughals almost to the point of total neglect and exclusion of other periods in Indian 
15tory of India, and

symbolised most clearly by the breath-taking beauty of the Taj Mund Vinci cal founding 
of the empire in 1526 through its absorption into the British Empire in 1857 yb an of the eal 
Mughals explores all aspects of the culture of this mighty civilisation. However, itio 0 
long, by the beginning of the 18th century, symptoms of degeneration had appeared a the Mu hal 
system. The Marathas had shaken the empire to its foundations by inflicting defeats on Mughal 
armies in the Deccan and the west. In northem India, the Jat landlords and peasants binis 
challenged the imperial authority, while in the Punjab region in the northwest, rebellious inna 
embracing Sikhism emerged as a significant hostile force. Aurangzeb's policies were against the 
traditions of Mughal rulership. The Mughal Empire reached its zenith in the time of Aurangzeb, but 
collapsed with dramatic brusqueness within a few decades after his death. Although some historians 
have attempted to lay the blame for this collapse entirely on Aurangzeb's zealotry, yet there were 
many causes that led to the decline and ultimately collapse of the Muslim Empire in the 


subcontinent. Some of the main causes are as follows: 


IMMENSITY OF THE EMPIRE i 
The Mughal Empire has been growing in size from the time of Akbar. With the conquest of 
the south by Aurangzeb, it covered almost whole of India from Kashmir to river Kaveri and from 
Kabul to Chittagong. After the death of Aurangzeb, the Mughal Empire had expanded substantially. 
The annexation of Deccan had made the empire so vast that it practically was impossible to run the 
administration. Communications were difficult, distances were enormous. The Empire, therefore, 
began to sink under its own weight. Mughal princes lacked essential qualities to deal with the 
affairs of a kingdom. Consequently, they could not sustain the empire once a symbol of grandeur 


and glory. 


CENTRALISED ADMINISTRATION 
There were no systems of democratic 
decentralisation in those days. The provincial 
government looked to the emperor for orders. 
The emperor was the fountain of all honours, 
source of all administrative power and the 
dispenser of supreme justice. The emperor was 
an autocrat and had unlimited freedom in 
making laws.

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of these cities had to close their business due to lack of buyers. Another reason for the econormic crises 
was that the jagirs were not the permanent possessions of its holder, therefore, landowners did not 
take any interest in increasing agricultural output and development of their jand. They were only 
interested in exploiting the peasants by collecting as much money as they could within ther tenure. AS 
a result, many peasants abandoncd the lands 
they worked on and left for other places. Some 
historians point out that in the 18th century, a 
powerful class of traders and bankers emerged. 
They not only gave loan on high interest to local Delhi Sultanate, when 
rulers, but also collected revenuc on their bchalf. 
They had a close relationship with the East India 
Company and also worked with them. They 
hired weavers, other artisans to prepare cloths 
and many useful things, which the Company 
would ship to foreign countries. 


LACK OF RESOURCES & CHICANERY OF NOBILITY 

The empire also faced grave financial troubles. There was neither enough money nor jagirs to 
assign to various officers. This led to rivalry among the nobles for the possessing the existing jagirs. 
They tried to extort the maximum income from their jagirs at the cost of the peasantry. Attempts 
were made to transform existing offices and jagirs into hereditary ones. Due to the weakness of the 
Mughal rulers, the provinces of Bengal, Gujarat, Deccan and Oudh became autonomous and 
independent. As a result, the financial resources of the government became scarce and the 
government exchequer became empty. The rebellions of the Satnamis, Jats, and the Sikhs were 
indicative of this. The zamindars too became rebellious and withheld revenue. In the last days of the 
Mughal rule, the emperors were the pensioners of the British administration. Due to the lack of 
financial resources, it had become difficult to raise huge army for defence. So, the officers 
invariably reduced their expenditure by not maintaining their full quota of troops thus weakening 
the empire’s armed strength. Thus, the worsening condition of economy became the cause of the 


decline of the Muslim rule in the subcontinent.

LAGGING BEHIND IN EDUCATION 

Another perilous drawback of Mughal rule was that the Mughal rulers failed miserably to devote 
even a fraction of their treasuries on anything resembling modern education. Aurangzeb was 
especially sceptical about the relevance of modem science and technology. Whereas the European 
nations had begun to invest in printed books and public universities, the Mughal rulers demonstrated 
at best a passing interest in the sciences. As a result, even though the Mughal Empire under 
Aurangzeb had successfully fended off the expansion of European trading settlements in India, no 
durable foundation for the unity and scientific advancement of India had been laid by the Mughals. 
Mughal rule had left India largely incapable of dealing with the challenge of European military and 


cultural ascendance. 


EPICUREAN LIFESTYLE 


The opulence and prolongation of Mughal rule made the Mughal princes fond of voluptuous 
life.

LACK OF NATIONALISM 


There was no spirit of political nationalism among people of the Mughal Empue. This was 
because India or the Mughal Empire at that time lacked the elements that constitute a modern nanon 
The people did not think that they belonged to one nation, even though elements of cultural unity had 
existed in the country for centuries.

“The Mughal Empire lagged way behind Europe, behind even Ching, japan and 


Persia. There was hardly any vigour in the economy, scant spirit of enterprise among 
the people. in agriculture, industry and trade, Indian practices were archaic, There 
was no ferment of ideas...”

INDIAN CiVIL SERVICE ACT, 1861 


The second pillar of imperial strength, i.e. the monopoly of higher services by the Englishmen 
was kept intact. The Indian Civil Service Act of 1861, admittedly, provided for an annual 
competitive examination for recruitment to the Covenanted Civil Service. But the venue of 
examination was kept in London. Besides, the detailed rules concerning it were so framed that the 
Indians were virtually kept aloof from the Services. Till 1920, therefore, the number of Indians in 
higher services remained picayune.

Asif Jah’s Caveat to Jahangir 


Asif Jah, the grand vizier of Jahangir, cautioned him against the rising influence of the Shaikh 
not only in the empire but also in the adjoining territories. He counselled the Emperor to restrain 
soldiers from visiting the Shaikh’s disciples. Under a well-orchestrated plan, the nobles who were

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CONTINUATION OF REFORMATORY WORK 


He continued his reformatory work within the fort. As a result, many flagitious criminals as well 
as the Hindus there converted to Islam. The dispersed governors revolted and offered their thrones to 
the Shaikh who wrote back by telling them three things: 

e  Thathis mission was entirely different; 
e  Thattheir action was an obstacle in its way; and 
e That they should submit to the Emperor. 
Dr Abdul Hameed Abbasi explains this point of view of Mujaddid in the following words: 
“Mujaddid Alif Sani never wanted to topple the government and always tried to 
teach the rulers and masses about the message of virtue and goodness.” 


RELEASE FROM JAIL 
When his order of release from prison was put before Mujaddid Alif Sani, he, however, laid 
down the following conditions for acceptance: 
e The compulsory reverential prostration before the emperor would be abolished. 
e The demolished mosques would be rebuilt. 
e  Cow-slaughter would be allowed., 
e Posts of gazis; muftis and muhtasibs would be revived, incumbents re-appointed. 
e jizya would be reintroduced. 
e _ Innovations in religious practices would be forbidden and shariah will be enforced. 
e All persons detained for carrying on this campaign would be freed. bv 
The emperor accepted all these conditions after which the Shaikh came over to visit him. 
Jahangir conferred all honours on him including a robe. The Shaikh lived for six years after that. 


MAKTUBAT-E-IMAM RABBANI: THE MAGNUM OPUS 


Shaikh Ahmed adopted an effective method of persuasion by writing letters to the Jeading 
nobles of the royal court. His letters are known as Maktubat-e-Imam Rabbani. Through preaching, 
discussions and his Afaktubat addressed to important nobles and leaders of religious thought, he 
spread his message amongst the elite in particular. Letters and messages were sent to them exhorting 
to serve the cause of Islam. He also requested the scholars to show the right path to the people, and the 
King. He asked the saints to give up their un-Islamic practices and beliefs. 


HAZRAT SHAH WALIULLAH 


“Shah Waliullah was a transitional figure between the medieval and the modern 
age, somewhat as Dante was in Europe and like Dante, he was far more medieval 
than modern,” (Freeland Abbott) 


Shah Waliullah was an illustrious reformer of India and a great Muslim thinker of 18th century. 
His time was one of the most emotional chapters of Islamic revivalist movements in the Indian 
subcontinent. He strived for the restoration of Muslim rule in which Ulema would play an important 
role, He explicitly analysed the basis of the arrangement between ruler and Ulema and argued the 
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hannen; rather an cra of religious regeneration was inaugurated, which kimi dee shan anythin

among themselves. Consequently, they suffered much at the hands of the Sikhs, Jats and Marhattas, 
E eland Abbott in his book Islam & Pakistan — Shah Waliullah writes: 
“The painful collapse of the Mughal Empire, forced into extended reflection those 
orthodox Muslims who were not content merely to hide themselves in the swamps of 
Lumet All Muslims were bewildered, even though they continued to look to Delhi as 
the final arbiter.“ 
He further goes on to say: 
“Waliullah can best be described as a scholar-reformer, but the effect of his efforts 
proved revolutionary. His times cried for revolution and he patiently and continually 
wrote letters and pamphlets noting what was wrong with his society and suggesting 
means by which conditions might be improved. Some strong action was necessary if 
the power of the Muslims was to be regained and all his life Waliullah worked to 


achieve that end. His pen may have been instrumental in bringing about the third 
battle of Panipat in 1761. 


When Aurangzeb died, Shah Waliullah was only four years old. No less than ten rulers ascended 
the throne one after the other during his lifetime. None of them was competent enough to stem the tide 
of decline. The assault of Nadir Shah ruined Delhi and made it vulnerable for more attacks. This 
shows how weak and helpless the government had become. Shah Waliullah has made a mention of 
this tragic state of affairs in one of his letters, which he wrote to Hafiz Jarullah Punjabi when the latter 
was in Hijaz for Pilgrimage. He, therefore, came into contact with persons in authority. He would send 
them suggestions, which generally made them firm and steadfast against possible threats. He

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"We appeal to you in the name of God to divert your attention to thes affair and tà 
earn the ylory of waging d holy war and rescue the Muslims from the hands of 
unbelievers. The undertaking should not resemble the imvatiom of Madir Shih who 
destroyed the Muslims and left the Marhattas and the Jats intact.” 


He very clearly furnished him with a detailed account of the geographical situation of [ra the 
economic condition of the people and of the showy military strength of the well-knerwn parties by way 


of persuasion and encouragement. All this shows that he was not only a religous scholar, but a great 
thinker and a seasoned politician as well. 


AHMAD SIHAIPS ATTACK 


Ahmad Shah Abdali made a colossal attack on India in 1174 AH /1760-61 AD. The banie took 
place in the plains of Panipat. The Marhattas, despite their military might, suffered a smashing defeat 


This was a golden opportunity for the Muslims to avail. But, against all expectations, they remained 
where they were. 


ECONOMIC ANALYSIS OF SHAH WALIULLAH’S TIME 


Political decline had made the couptry virtually bankrupt. Exploitation of the rich. luxurious and 
exuberant lifestyle, jagirdari system, heavy taxes and anarchy collapsed the country economically. 
Middle-class, that has always been backbane of a country, had been extinct virtually. In addition, thers 
were other vices which had shaken the economy severely. For an improved and reformed economy. 
Shah Waliullah thought it necessary that the basic amenities of life be provided to the people and only 
that State would be considered a welfare State. Such a State can be established only when man himself 
works to eam his living, and not be a bürden on others or the State. In his book ZJupat-ullah-d- 
Balighah, he pinpointed the causes of chaosrand decay of Muslim society. They were: 

1. Pressure on exchequer, the emoluments given to various people who render no service to the State. 
2. Heavy taxation on peasants, merchahts and workers, with the result that tax evasion was 

rampant. According to Shah Waliullah, a state can prosper only if there were reasonable taxes. 
3. Corruption was all around. 


Shah Waliullah says: 


“A corrupt government, which neglects satisfying the basic needs of life, should and 
must be overthrown by every hook and crook. [f ut is allowed to continue, its 
corruption will spread like a cancer; first in some members of the administration, 


which, if it is not cut out from its very root, will go on spreading til! the whole body 
will disintegrate". 


RELIGIOUS CONDITIONS 


The luxury of Akbar and Shah Jehan led the so-called Ulema to discuss dogmatic intneacies in 
terms of reasons. As they failed to furnish the religious grounds to the rational one, they started 
propagating against the very teachings of Islam. Total absence of unity and lack of discipline kept 
them poles apart and at daggers drawn. No research was made by the learned in the aífairs of religion 
to solve the problems emerging from time to time. Furthermore, the opinion of Imam was preferred 
over the traditions. 


SCEPTICISM AND RATIONALISM 


Scepticism and rationalism aflected the people censoriously. Doubts were created in their minds 
about the truth of religion. Thus, they began to test everything at the touchstone of reason. Shah

DEFEAT FROM SIKHS 
Syed's ranks were swelling day by day. The Sikh forces numbering 35,000 were concentrated 


on the west bank of the Indus. But the sardars of Peshawar who showed an appareiit keenness to fight 
the Sikhs let down Syed Ahmad. Yar Muhammad's servants gave poisoned food to Syed Ahmad ` 
which very nearly killed him. He, however, accompanied the mujahideen the next morning when the 
battle started. In spite of the Sikh superiority in equipment and training, the mujahideen fought wel] ' 
and things were not going well with the Sikhs, Their commander Budh Singh, however, secretly got in 
touch with the sardars of Peshawar. Yar Muhammad Khan with his followers withdrew from the- 
battlefield. Victory, which seemed imminent, tumed into defeat. In the general massacre 6,000 - 


Muslims were killed and Syed Ahmad's forces were scattered. 


CAUSES OF DEFEAT 

Two weaknesses caused this defeat, i.e. defective 
relations. with the sardars of Peshawar.

JIHAD OPERATIONS 

In 1830, Syed Ahmad renewed the Jihad operations from Rajaun, and the mujahidzen, in 
cooperation with the local population fought against Sikhs. Syed Ahmad then shifted his bead garters 
to Balakot in Hazara District, since its defence appeared easy and it was close to Kaghan Vale; aod 
Kashmir. The Sikhs decided to attack Balakot. Two Toutes led to the tgwn-one of which had lon edi 
abandoned and the other led through a bridge. The steps taken by Syed Akhmad to guard the Ped 
were inadequate. The Sikh general, Sher Singh took the abandoned Toute, which was covered by 
shrubs and overwhelmed the guards posted by the mujahideen. 


MARTYRDOM 

Syed Sahib, abandoning his earlier battle plan, ordered his men to attack. The mujahideen 
rushed forward and they, too, got mired in the muddy fields. The Sikhs then made their move. A fierce 
battle took place culminating in hand-to-hand fighting. In a battle that lasted mos: of the fay, the 
mujahideen fought bravely but in the end the weight of numbers and supenor weapons pr:vailed. 
Syed Ahmed and Shah Ismail were killed along with many mujahideen. The mujahideen had met their 
waterloo at Balakot. With this defeat, jihad movement came to an end. 


CAUSES OF MUJAHIDEEN’S FAILURE 
Three main causes are enunciated as cause of mujahideen’s failure. 
e Disciplined and materially equipped forces. 
e Tribal dissension among Muslim ranks. 


e Ultra zeal to reform Pathans resulted in form of annoyance.

At the time when India came under the Bntish colonial rule, the old sadarts in Inda bad imos? 
become extinct and the condition of a few that had survived the ravages of time was not tener han 
that of a few glow-worms in a dark night. Muslim education was deprived of State encouragement; at 
active campaign of Christian missionary effort was developing into a serous threat fo islam ur kadia 
and, lastly, the Westem educational system, which had the patronage of the goverment, had 
completely ignored Islamic learning. Apparently, it so looked at that time as uf the Islacuc woences 
had packed up their kit from India. Under these difficult and appalling circumstances that were 
threatening the very existence of the Islamic faith, it was quite natural that a reform:st movement be 
started. The Qur'an and Sunnah, jurisprudence and Islamic scholasncism were to be the cornerstone of 
the syllabi, and other branches of leaming such as grammar, literature, logic, philosophy and 
mathematics were included only insofar as they helped in the study of the core subjects. 

Maulana Nanotvi, the founder of Dar-ul-Uloom Deoband, later on, outlined the purpose of 


establishing the institution in the following words: 
"The English have perpetrated boundless acts of tyranny against the Muslims. for 
their fault, if at all it was a fault, of the uprising in 1837 and their relentless 
endeavour for the independence of this country thereafter. They nave left no stone 
unturned to plunder and obliterate the Isiamic arts and science, Muslim culture and 
civilisation. Endowments of Muslim educational institutzons have been confiscated and 
as a result State-funded schools have been virniilly closed. It is, therefore, necessary to 


adopt other methods instead of relying on the old system of endowments. "

FORMATION OF NADWATUL ULAMA ASSOCIATION | 

The dangers of this situation were realised by some sincere and far-sighted religious scholars 
who were firm and staunch in their belief in the doctrines of Islam and held a high and venerable place 
in the society on account of their piety and learning. They possessed wisdom and a vision that was 
broad and enlightened. Maulana Mohammed Ali Mongeri, an outstanding theologian and spiritual 


mentor of his time, is the most important of them. 


STARTING THE SCHOOL ;

JOURNAL AL-NADWAH 


In 1908, the management of Nadwah decided to publish a journal with the name of a/-Nadwaá 

[t had a short life but for eight intermittent years, it rendered ingenious services to the cause of 
‘education and leaming especially among Muslims. The first editors of the new organ were Maulana 
Habib-ur-Rehman Khan and Maulana Shibli. Among its contributors were well-known writers, like 
Maulana Abul Kalam Azad and Syed Suleiman Nadwi. In 1905, Maulana Abu! Kalam was apposnted 
its joint editor and in fact it was here that he built up his reputation as a wnter. Subsequently, Syed 
Suleiman and Maulana Abd-us-Salam also acted as its editors. The al-Nadwah propagated the 
importance of Islamic studies and Arabic in the subcontinent. 


POPULAR ACADEMIC INSTITUTION 

The Nadwah has earned for itself a name in the academic world through its sister institution, the 
Dar-ul-Musannifin, Azamgarh, which has many publications of merit to its credit. Indeed :t was in the 
field of research that the institution really made its mark. Significant changes were brought about m 
the contents of instructions and new disciplines were introduced; in spite. of tms, Nadwah did not 
succeed in its primary object, because it tended to grow more and more conservative and thus failed to 
assimilate as much of Western knowledge as was necessary and in older disciplines, if did not even

Role of Sindh Madrasah in Pakistan Movement 
The Sindh Madressatul Islam was the integral part of the history of educational movement 
of Muslims of subcontinent Pakistan. Hassanally Effendi brought a revolution in the education System 
of Sindh by establishing Sindh Madressatul Islam. The Sindh Madressatul Islam (SMI) boasts of an 
impressive list of alumni who have played key roles in the history of Pakistan. Quaid-i-Azam 
Mohammad Ali Jinnah, Sir Abdullah Haroon, and Sir Ghulam Hussain Hidayatullah have all Studied 
at SMI. In 1885, Khan Bahadur Hassanally Effendi was inspired by the efforts of Sir Syed Ahmed 
Khan in promoting education in the sub-continent and decided to open a similar institute for the 
Muslims of Sindh. Effendi selected a plot of land in Qafila Seria (where SMI exists today) for the 
cause and inaugurated the Sindh Madressatul Islam on September 1,1885. Modelled after the Aligarh 
Oriental College, it soon became the bastion of education in Sindh. The institute prided itself on 
imparting subsidised, modem education along with religious instruction. It was here that the Quaid. 
Azam Mohammad Ali Jinnah studied from 1887 to 1892. The Quaid returned once again to the halls 
of SMI in 1943, when he inaugurated college classes at his beloved alma mater. It was during this 
period that prominent European academicians including Sir Thomas Henry Vines served the 
institution as its principals. 1947 brought with it partition, and as the refugees from across the border 
started pouring into Pakistan, it was SMI that rapidly converted its hostels into temporary residential 
rooms for them.

CONCEPTION 


When the new province of Khyber Pakhtunkhwa (previously NWEP) was formed in 1901 after 
its separation from the Punjab, there was onl y one college (Edwardes College) in whole province. This 
scarcity of quality educational institutions forced local youth to travel to faraway regions of the 
country (British India) in pursuit of higher education. This same lack of educational opportunities in 
the region motivated Nawab Sir Sahibzada Abdul Qayyum and Sir George Roos-Keppel to establish 
an institution that would not only cater the academic needs of the region but also produce leaders from 
the region. 


HISTORY 


* By 1909, as the idea of a college in the province was taking shape in the minds of both 
Nawab Sir Sahibzada Abdul Qayyum and Sir George Roos-Keppel, it was further 
strengthened by their visit to the Aligarh Muslim University the same year. Nawab Sahib 
asked the students, especially those from the NWFP who were studying there as to what 
were the problems they were facing there and how he could help them. The students told 
him that they needed a hostel. Nawab Sahib informed them that rather than building them a 
hostel at Aligarh, he would build them a college at Peshawar, 


* Consequently, on April 12, 1911, Nawab Sahib arranged a meeting of likeminded people in 
Peshawar at the residence of Abdul Karim, contractor at Peshawar city, which was attended 
by Arbab Ghulam Haider Khan of Tehkal, Habibullah Khan, Khushal Khan, Sethi Karim 
Bakhsh, Sir Sahibzada Abdul Qayyum and others. Sir Sahibzada Abdul Qayyum moved the 
motion for collection of contributions, which was instantly responded to by cash donations 
by all present. Khan Bahadur Mian Rahim Shah Kaka Khel donated heavily at the meeting 
and promised to make a hostel for the students apart from the donation, which he did and 
Still it stands in the campus as "Rahim Shah Ward". In addition to his instant cash donation, 
the Nawab of Dir promised further cash besides four hundred trees. The Nawab of Amb, 
Nawab Muhammad Khan Zaman Khan also made huge cash contributions on request of 
Syed Abdul Jabbar Shah to the cause. Subscriptions were also given by the Afridi chiefs and 
leading religious elders. Haji Sahib of Turangzai, the most famous Pukhtun religious leader 
of the time was requested by Nawab Sir Sahibzada Abdul Qayyum to lay the foundation 
stone of Islamia College. 

¢ The construction work on Islamia College, which was started in the second half of the year 
1912, showed remarkable progress in completion. The programme of construction included 
an Arts college, a Dar-ul-Uloom, and hostel, a high school and three hostels, a mosque, and 
residences for the principal and headmaster. High School which consisted of 26 rooms and 
one school hostel, were ready before the spring of 1913; and the building before the Ist of 
October of that year. Mulana Qutab Shah was the first dean of Islamia College Peshawar.

1 entertain the highest respect for the customs, laws, religious and 
social institutions of other communities. Yet I love the communal group, which is the 
source of my life and my behaviour; and which has formed me what I am by giving 
me its religion, its literature, its culture and thereby recreating ity whole past as a 
living operative factor, in my present consciousness. I, therefore, demand formation 
of a consolidated Muslim State in best interest of India and [slam. 


" (The Cambridge History of India, voL VI, p 809) 
He added: 


"The question of Muslim poverty could be solved only by the law of [slam which is 
impossible to be enforced without a free Muslim State or States. A separate 
federation of Muslim provinces is the only course by which we can secure a peaceful 
India and save Muslims from the domination of non-Muslims." (ibid., P. 810) 


AN EXCERPT FROM A LETTER OF ALLAMA MUHAMMAD IQBAL 


Less than a year before his death, during his long illness beginning in 1934, Allama Iqbal wrote 
a letter to Muhammad Ali Jinnah on June 21, 1937: 
"In these circumstances it is obvious that the only way to a peaceful India is a 
redistribution of the country on the lines of racial, religious and linguistic affinities. 
Many British statesmen also realise this, and the Hindu-Muslim riots which are 
rapidly coming in the wake of this constitution are sure further to open their eyes to 
the real situation in the country. I remember Lord Lothian telling me before 1 left 


England that my scheme was the only possible solution of the troubles in India, but 
that it would take twenty-five years to come...” 


THE CONCEPT OF PAKISTAN IN THE LIGHT OF IQBAL'S ALLAHABAD ADDRESS 


Allama Iqbal's presidential address to the 25th session of the All-India Muslim League that was 
held at Allahabad in December 1930 — commonly known as the Allahabad Address — holds a great 
significance in the Pakistan Movement because in this address, he conceptualized the idea of a 
separate homeland for the Muslims. Poet-Philosopher Allama Iqbal had a clear vision and profound 
outlook regarding the future of Indian Muslims. Like Jinnah, he had also passed through stages of 
political evolutionary growth to arrive at the conclusion that the best altemate for Muslims was to 
have a separate homeland of their own. This, at that time, appeared to be a novel concept of Muslim 


nationhood, but its theoretical foundations had already been worked out by Allama Iqbal in Allahabad 
Address whereby he said: 


"It cannot be denied that Islam, regarded as an ethical ideal plus a certain kind of 
polity — by which expression I mean a social structure regulated by a legal system

Home Rule League (HRL). He had collaborated with it since it was founded by Annie Besant, and 
joined it in a show of solidarity when Besant was interned in 1917.

Muslim unity but he was greatly disappointed to sce the prejudicial attitude of the Congress and 
Hindus towards the Muslims.

Jinnah played a decisive role in articulating the Muslim demands and pursuing these faced |: 


strong opposition from the Hindus and the British. He started his political career in 1906 by joining 
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Jinnah, the great leader of Muslims of subcontinent gave . 
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the Indian National Congress. He was elected to the Legislative Council in 1909 ard in 1913 ke aiso 
joined the All India Muslim League (AIML) and became its president in 1916. In a result, his efforts 
towards Hindu-Muslim unity were materialised when the Lucknow Pact was signed in 1916. At iss 
time, Jinnah was member of both the parties. He broke with the Congress in 1920 when the Congress 
leader, Mohandas Karamchand Gandhi, launched a Jaw-violating Non-Cooperation Movement against 
the British, which Jinnah disapproved of. Following demands of Muslims were accepted: 

e Separate Electorate 

e One-third seats in Central Legislature 

e Protection of minority rights 

He was so active on a wide range of subjects that in 1925 he was offered a knighthood by Lord 
Reading when he retired as Viceroy and Governor General. Jinnah replied: 

"I prefer to be plain Mr. Jinnah.” 

In the Nehru Report 1928, the accepted Muslim rights were ignored. Jinnah retaliated forcefully 
by presenting 14 Points in 1929. He defined Muslim identity and mobilised them with reference to 
Islam and convinced others that Muslims are different from the Hindus and the Congress. Islamic 
principles, concepts and symbols surfaced in his speeches and statements. Also in 1929, Jinnah 
defended Ilm-ud-din, a carpenter who murdered a Hindu book publisher Raj Pal for publishing the 
book "Rangeela Rasool" which was offensive towards the Prophet Muhammad (SAWW). J:nnah's 
involvement in this controversy showed a greater inclination towards Islamic politics and a shift away 
from being an advocate for Hindu-Muslim unity. j 


CONCEPT OF NATION 


i J innah an ds term *Nation' for the Muslims of India in February 1935. He contended that the 
amalgamation of religion, culture, race, arts, music and so forth make a minority a separate entity. In 
March 1936, he stated that the Muslims could arrive at a settlement with Hinges is Two Neon. In 
1937 and 1939, he asserted that the Muslims and Hindus are two nations and they are going to live as 
a nation and playing part as a nation: 

We are a nation with our own distinctive culture and civilisation, language and 

literature, names and nomenclature, sense of values and proportion, legal laws and 

moral code, custom and calendar, history and tradition, aptitudes and ambitions; in 

short, we have our own distinctive outlook on life and of life. By all cannons of 

international law, we are a nation. (Speeches and Statements: 1940-47) 
EM Jinnah considered Islam. a dynamic force that can connect the Muslims. It’s a source of 
inspiration and guidance providing ethical foundation, a framework, social order and civilisation.

Thus, the lands now 
constituting Pakistan, were integrated under Muslim rule that also marked the genesis of Pakostan 
Islamic culture and learning flounshed; and rule of justice, tolerance and prosperity was established 
wherever the standard of Islam fluttered. With the growth of the Muslim nationalism m the Hadu- 
dominated India the “Two-Nation Theory" had evolved and persisted throughout the penod; both the 
communities lived together under the same rulers. Their integration was inconceivable and, even the 
Mughal emperor Akbar's effort to unify both the Hindus and Muslims into a smgle nanon had 
miserably failed. The Muslims were in a state of agony at the hands of Hindus and the Brush as well, 
Quaid-c-Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah refused to accept the Nehru's notion that there are only rwo 
forces in India, British imperialism and Indian nationalism as represented by the Congress. Hz sharply 
reminded Nehru that there is another party. It has always been taken for granted mistakenly that 
Muslims are a minority. He said, Muslims are a nation by any definition of a nanom. Hinds and 
Muslims belong to two religions, philosophies, social customs and literature. They ne:ther inter-marry 
nor interdine and indeed belong to different civilizations which are based on conflictmg ideas and 
conceptions; their concepts of life are different. As such they must have their homeland, their territory 


and their state.

NORTH WESTERN MOUNTAINS 


The north western ranges of Pakistan are also 
known as western branches of the Himalayas 
mountains. These mountains consist of series parallel 
ranges and are lower in altitude than the northeastem i 
mountains. As most of these ranges lie outside the course of summer monsoons coming from Arabian 
Sea, and so there the rainfall is low and they are almost bare of natural vegetation. These mountains 
act as a boundary between Afghanistan, Iran and Pakistan. These mountain ranges lie north to south. 
having some passes in river, beds in the valleys. So the northwestern mountains can be sub-divided 
into following divisions: 


The Hindu Kush 


Between the Indus and Kabul rivers lies the Hindu Kush range. The average height of this range 
is between 10,000 to 16,000 feet above sea level. The highest peak of this area is known as Torch Mir, 
having an altitude of 25,230 feet. Most of the mountains remain snow-covered during winter months.. 


Koh Safed 


South of the Kabul River up to Kurram pass lies the Koh Safed range, which runs east and west. 
These mountains have an average height of 12,000 feet and are often covered with snow in winter. 
The Kurram Pass, which provides an easy route into Afghanistan, is situated near this range, Kohat is 
an important military base situated at the end of this pass. 

Waziristan Hills 


Between the Kurram and the Gomal rivers lies the Waziristan hills area. These hills have low 
altitude. The Tochi River joins the Kurram River from the west in North Waziristan. These rivers after 
passing through Tochi Pass join the Indus. Similarly, Gomal River coming from Afghanistan joins 
Indus near Dera Ismail Khan. Bannu at Tochi Pass and Dera Ismail Khan at Gomal Pass are the 
important towns and military centres. 


The Sulaiman Mountain 


In the south of the Gomal river lies the 
Sulman mountain. It lies southward for a 
distance of about 300 miles. fits highest peak 
is known as Takhat-i-Sulaimani, whose 
height is 11,100 feet above sea level. At the

There 1s no denying the fact 
that Pakistan is onc of the richest countries in terms of natural resources and its immense geostrategic 
potential. But sadly, it is one of the poorest countries in terms of management also. The country’s 
abundant wealth of resources including that of energy, agnculture, minerals, population, and 


geography needs no explanation, but unlike the developed countries, these ha t 
utilised duc to poor management.

VITAL NATURAL RESOURCES 


A broader overview of geographic position of Pakistan reveals that it is located in South Asia 
and has 1046 km of coastline on the Arabian Sea and Gulf of Oman. The country is strategically 
located between South Asia, Central Asia, and the Middle East. Pakistan is bestowed with sume of the 
best soil resources, for instance, natural gas, oil, hydro power potential, coal. iron, copper, salt, and 
limestone and so on. Pakistan's farmers produce wheat, cotton, rice, sugarcane, fruit and vegetabies. [t 
has large cattle farms which produce meat and milk in abundance. Primary industry includes textiles, 
food processing, pharmaceuticals, construction materials, fertilizer, and paper products. Major exports 
comprise textile products, rice, leather goods, sports goods, carpets, rugs, and chemicals. Pakistan 
imports petroleum, machinery, plastic, edible oil, iron, steel, tea, and paper. 


Coal 


Coal reserves are estimated at 175 billion tons. This would equate to 618 billion barrels of crude 
oil. When compared to oil reserves this is more than twice the amount of the top four countries. 


Pakistan's coal reserves meet only 11 % of its total requirement. In Punjab, coal mines are located at 
Dandot and Makkarwal. 


Natural Gas 


The Sui name has become synonymous 
with natural gas in Pakistan. Located at a 
distance of about 650 kilometres from Karachi 
in Dera Bugti, Balochistan, Sui is Pakistan 
Petroleum Limited’s flagship gas field As a 
major production facility, Sui Gas Field (SGF) hosts the country’s largest gas compressor station and 2 
purification plant. At the time of its discovery, SGF was considered among the largest natural gas fields 
in the world with recoverable reserves of around 12 TCF (trillion cubic feet). In Pakistan, natural gas 
was discovered in 1952 at Sui, Balochistan. In Sindh, it was found at Khairpur, Mazrani, Hundi, 
Kandhkot and Seri, while in Punjab natural gas is found at Dhodhak, Pir Koh, Mayyal and Dhullian. It is 
brought from main reserves to places of need through a network of pipelines. 


Mineral Oil 


The Toot area is one of the oldest oil producing regions in Pakistan with the first oil well drilled 
in 1964 when President Ayub Khan encouraged a mineral development policy. It is located in the 
Pothohar Plateau, which is located approximately 135 km southwest of Islamabad. Mineral oil is 
found in raw form and is purified in oil refineries. Only 15°% of the total mineral oil requirements of 
the country is produced iz Pakistan, while the rest is imported. In Pakistan, the oil reserves are situated ` 
in Dhullian, Kot Mayyal, Attock, Chakwal, Dhodhak, Badin, Hyderabad, Dadu and Pothohar Plateau.

Education is simply an investment to achieve both humat 
and economic development. But unfortunately it is one of the biggest problems in Pakistan. Th 
education system of Pakistan is rotten to the core. Some of the very basic flaws of the education 
system in Pakistan contribute to the economic, ethnic and socio-political crisis within the country.

O Ratio of Gender Discrimination 


The ratio of gender discrimination is a cause which is projecting the primary school ratio of 
boys and girls which is 10:4, respectively. For the last few years, there has been an increase in the 
growth of private schools. That not only harms the quality of education but creates a gap among elite 
and proletarian class. Gender discrimination is very common in Pakistan. People are very conservative 
and they don't want their girls to go to school and get education. Due to this, the ratio of bays and girls 
in primary schools is 10:4. 


.O Lack of Technical Education 
The lack of technical education is one of the biggest flaws in the educational policy that has 


never been focused before.

With the passage of time, the role of 
the traditional madresa has been restricted just to impart religious education. In Pakistan, sy 
religious schools have not been controlled and administered properly, which is the reason why 
extremist clements are being produced in these religious seminaries. The history of this 
uncontrolled madrasa system in Pakistan dates back to the 1980s when the US and Saudi Araby 
poured almost four billion dollars for setting up religious schools, the madaris, and, since then, sud 
schools have become the breeding ground for religious extremists in Pakistan, thus worsening th 
security conditions even more.

INTERNATIONAL SECURITY 


Pursuing Nuclear Security 


In February 2000, Pakistan announced the establishment of a National Command Authonty 
(NCA), with the Strategic Plans Division (SPD) as its permanent secretariat. The responsibilities of 
the NCA include deploying and.employing the nuclear force, coordinating Pakistan's strategic 
organizations, dealing with arms control and disarmament issues, and overseeing implementation of 
export controls and the safety and security of nuclear installations and materials. The NCA has a 
three-tiered structure with two committees, The Employment Control Committee and the 
Developmental Control Committee constitute the first tier, the SPD the second tier, and the three 
services’ strategic force commands the third tier. s 


i i C The SPD is responsible for the daily management of 
Pakistan’s strategic assets, coordinating with all strategic organizations and har da the badae 


and administrative aspects of these organizations. The primary responsibility of the services" 
strategic force commands is to exercise technical, training, and administrative control over the 
strategic delivery systems. Operational control, however, rests with the NCA. Islamabad also 
established the autonomous Pakistan Nuclear Regulatory Authority (PNRA) in January 2001. In 
2004, comprehensive export control legislation was promulgated, with control lists meeting the 
guidelines of the Nuclear Suppliers Group, Missile Technology Control Regime, and Australia 
Group, which covers exports that are potentially relevant to biological or chemical wcapons. Since 


then, rules and regulations and administrative structures have been developed for the effective 
implementation of the export control law. 


National Command Authority Ordinance

This security divisionis 
headed by a two-star general, who has his ‘eyes and ears’ inside the strategic organizations. 


O Personal Reliability Programme (PRP) 


“The security clearance and screening processes of all individuals for employment in te 
strategic organizations has been further consolidated through the enhancement of PRP. SPD ha 
overall approval of key personnel and also retains information on all retired personnel." Besides PRP 
for military personnel, SPD has also introduced Human Reliability Programme (HRP) for civilians 
All these efforts are made to break the insiders’ link with any terrorist organizations or groups. Any

In 2001, Pakistan established a Strategic Export Control Division (SEDIV) in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. The SEDIV comprises of personnel from Customs, Ministries of Foreign Affairs, 
Commerce, Defence, Federal Board of Revenue. In addition, the personnel from PEAC, PNRA, and 
SPD also work in coordination with the rest of the personnel. SEDIV operates independently so that 


personnel will not face any conflict of interest. To oversee SEDIV, a board is also formulated, beaded 
by the Foreign Secretary and other high-level officials. 


At the Washington and Seoul nuclear summits, individuct countries made commitments 
to improving domestic regimes for nucie r security. Approximately 80 % cf these 
national commitments were fulfilled between 2010 end 2012. Pakistan did not make 


any unilateral commitments at the 201^ susamit, but it did at the summit in 2012, when 
it pledged to open a nuclear security training centre and signed the Joint Statement on 
Nuclear Security Training and Support Centres.

The Babur-3 will most likely 
be deployed on the diesel-electric Agosta class submarines. Once it becomes operational, the Babur-3 
will provide Pakistan with a triad of nuclear strike platforms from ground, air, and sea. The Pakistanı 
government said the Babur-3 was motivated by a need to match India's nuclear tnad and the 
“nuclearization of [the] Indian Ocean Region” (ISPR 2018b). The Pakistani government also noted 


that Babur-3's stealth technologies would be useful in the "emerging regional Ballistic Missile 
Defense (BMD) environment”. 


CONCLUSION 


The Pakistan Nuclear Regulatory Authority (PNRA), an autonomous oversight body, enforces a 
nuclear safety regulatory system for power reactors while the National Institute of Safety and Secunty 
(NISAS) trains personnel in nuclear safety, security and radiation mitigation, Pakistan’s Centre of 
Excellence for Nuclear Security Training (PCENST) imparts security training based on international 
best practices and standards which now includes training for foreign participants in cooperation with 
the IAEA. The Nuclear Emergency Management System (NEMS) is dedicated to address, respond and 
manage the complete spectrum of nuclear and radiological emergencies. 

Pakistan has also created an export control legal regime with legislative, regulatory, 
administrative and enforcement measures which are consistent with multilateral export control 
regimes and harmonized with the guidelines of the NSG and the IAEA. Pakistan has satisfied the 
concems of intemational polity at nuclear summits.

Origin 

The origin of SAARC in its present form can 
be traced to the proposals presented by the late 
Bangladeshi president, Zia-ur-Rehman.

The military 
bureaucracy oligarchy occupied a dominant position and has been in effective command of state power 
ever since the creation of the state. This oligarchy installed politicians and political parties in office to 
provide a facade of parliamentary government for a decade; it then decided to expel them in 1958, when 
the prospects of the impending general elections seemed to pose a challenge to its supremacy.

MAJOR CHALLENGES TO ECONOMY OF PAKISTAN I 


Defective Policies of Public Spending 

The effectiveness of public spending is 2 central issue. At present, there ae severz! prodiems 
with the structure of spending. Some of these, such as the generous subsidies provided to he nocpoce 
and the large losses made by major public entorprises, are being sdcressed under he IMF programms. 
There has also been an effort to contain administrative expenditere in the current buceet Howser, 
there is a greatly overextended development programme involving o low-por protects and ong, En 
gestation periods, which yield suboptimal economic impacts. Resources are thinty spread over a large E 
and unwieldy number of projects, many of which have huge cost overruns and sre many pears behind 
their original completion date. Delays in the completion of prionn projects and in many cas, 
increases in their cost have obviously limited their potential economic retum. 

Meanwhile, a large number of new and necessary projects Se being approval. Givea the 
overhang of projects, it is essential to thoroughly review z!l projects with a view to elù 
Priority spending, sening new timetables for carly completion, and adequately fundin 
programmes.

DWINDLING EXTERNAL RELATIONS AND FOREIGN RESOURCES 


Pakistan faces a serious resource dilemma to which there is na easy solution. There o 
components of this dilemma: one, raising domestic resources to achieve high rates of growth that can 
be sustained over time; and two, ensuring that a steady flow of foreign funds will be available to meet 
the country's external obligations. The analysis of foreign resources is built on the assumption that 
Pakistan will have to fashion its external relations in a way that eases its access to foreign funds In 
doing so, however, Islamabad must learn to rely on external resources as a last resort, focusing on 
domestic resource generation to produce sustained growth in the long run. That said, FDI will remain 
ant contributor to growth and development, and Pakistan should seck as much of it as 
possible. For almost its entire life as a sovereign state, Pakistan has relied hezvily on foreign 
assistance to expand its economy. Aid arrived not as a gentle and steady flow but in large and short 
bursts. Whenever the capital flows were large, they produced economic booms, as was the case on 
three occasions — in 1964-66, 1984-87, and 2003-06. These spurts could not be sustained because they 
were not supported by domestic resource mobilization. Each of these boom periods lasted no more 
than three years. Meanwhile, the Pakistani political establishment's ability to obtain help during 
difficult periods postponed the needed structural changes at home. Convinced that it was too large an 
entity located in too sensitive region of the world to be allowed to fail, Pakistan always assumed that 
help would arrive when it was needed. Effectively, it has always taken what the world of finance 
refers to as the “moral hazard” approach. There are three problems with this approach.

DEVISING ENERGY POLICY 


It is no exaggeration to say that the present government has inherited a grim energy situation, 
with people revolting against the unprecedented load-shedding of twelve or more hours a day. In 
response, it has tried to take strong measures to provide some immediate improvement in power 
supply while reducing the burden of crippling energy subsidics on the budget. More importantly, it has 
moved quickly to develop the ambitious National Power Policy (NPP) in order to address the 
country’s current and future energy needs. The NPP will also address the key challenges of the power 
sector to provide people with much-needed relief. 

The NPP sets a direction for the long run, covering a range of issues. While this is an important 
start, the policy should be treated as a work in progress. Several areas need immediate attention. 

O Given that natural gas is a scarce resource and the development of gas-based power 
generation is a low-cost altermative, issues of gas production, import, allocation, and prices 
cannot and should not be separated from issues of national power. sues 

O The NPP must evolve into a more comprehensive policy and consider different scenarios 
of domestic gas production and import as well as other sources of power generation. In 
order to prepare all gas consumers, the likely price of imported gas and domestic supply 
needs to be estimated and shared with the public. The government also needs ta announce 
a clear decision that past anomalies in gas pricing will be removed and that future prices 
will fully reflect costs. 5 

O The long-term demand for electricity, estimated at 5 % per annum, is an underestimate 
and needs to be reviewed. 

O Even rough cost estimates of the proposed power development programme are not given. 
These figures need to be estimated for five-, ten-, and fifteen-year periods and related to 
the macro-economic availability of resources both in the public sector and the economy as 
a whole. 

O The future organizational structure of the power sector is not well defined. The policy 
pays no attention to decentralization to the private sector and to the provinces, and there 
appears to be too much authority centred on the federal government. 

In terms of specific policies, the present plans do not offer a clear or particularly hopeful picture 
of substantial increases in the share of hydroelectric or gas-based power generation over the next 10- 
15 years. On the hydroelectric side, unless a decision on a major dam such as Diamer-Bhasha is made 
in the next year or so, completion cannot be expected before 2025. On the gas side, major pricing, 
decisions hold the key to more gas-powered generation. Large-scale power generation based on

There is a general feeling amongst the masses and also the decision makers of Pakistan that once 
the US “war on terror” is over, Pakistan will again be left alone to deal with the after-effects Of the 
war. Pakistan will lose its status of frontline State and also the interest of US towards this coun; 
Unfortunately, the “war on terror” is no more limited to Afghanistan, it has now entered into Pakistan 
also, where in its tribal belt and FATA region (Federally Administered Tribal Areas), and large 
number of militants had entered and taken refuge from Afghanistan due to the ongoing war over there. 

These militants have been creating serious security problems leading to military operations 
against them by the Pakistan military. 

But the statements of US President Donald Trump have given birth to many apprehensions, 
There is a need to analyze the concerns of Pakistan and to look into the effects of “war on terror" on 
thie -untry and to present overall views on international front.

And that more than 24,000 
people — both civilians and troops — were killed in terrorist attacks during the period 
between 2001 and 2008. On the 2014 edition of Global Terrorism Index (GTI), which 
systematically ranks and compares 162 countries according to the jmpoct of terrorism, 
Pakistan was ranked as the third most affected country.

There are about four million Palestinians and their descendants who were expelled or fled f 
Isracl following its creation. Palestinian refugees were chased out or expelled by the actions of Zio 
terrorist organizations - the Haganah, Lehi, and Irgum. Palestinian negotiators have so far insisted 
refugees, and all their descendants, from the 1948 and 1967 wars have a right to retum to the pj 
where thcy lived before 1948 and 1967, including those within the 1949 Armistice lines, citin 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights and UN General Assembly Resolution 194, adopted in 194g 
which says: d 
"The refugees wishing to return to their homes and live at peace with their neighbors 
should be permitted to do so at the earliest practicable date, and that compensation 
should be paid for the property of those choosing not to return and for loss of or 
damage to property which, under principles of international law or in equity, should be

Conclusion 

The ongoing conflict between Israel and the Palestinians is both simple to understand, yet 
deeply complex. At the heart of this conflict is a basic idea that both sides believe: The Israelis belieye 
that they are entitled to the land now known as Israel, while the Palestinians believe that they are 
extitled to the land they call Palestine. Unfortunately, both sides claim the same land; they simply cay 
the land by different names. For religious Jewish Israelis and religious Muslim Palestinians, the belief is 
deeper sull, for both sides believe that God (called Jehovah by the Jews and Allah by the Muslims), gave 
them the land, and that to give it away or to give it up to another people is an insult to God and a sin. 


The Israeli-Palestinian peace process — or lack of that — is now at the crossroads. To start or not :

It went through politico-constitutional delinquencies 
and economic failures with no parallel anywhere in the world. After the Quaid, Pakistan was left 
without any sense of direction and in a state of political bankruptcy and moral aridity. It started Cutting 
itself into pieces, losing within less than quarter of a century, not only its own half but also the very 
rationale that had inspired its creation. Ours is the story of a society that has been going round and 
round in aimless circles since inception. Unsure of our future, we are still groping in the dark with one 
crisis after another and have yet to figure out a sense of common purpose for ourselves as a nation, 
Absence of real democracy, rule of law and good governance has been our continuing hallmark.

It is believed that geography controls the political environment of a country. There is no 

from a country's geography and its impact on its policies. Geographically, South Asia can be defing 
as a sub-region of the Indian Ocean; the base of the mountain wall that extends from Kirthar range of 
Balochistan to the Khyber Pass, the East along the foothills of Himalayas until it runs sharply South g 
the Arakana Yama, defines the north west, northern and castem boundaries of South Asia. Wheres 
the Bay of Bengal in the East, the main body Indian Ocean in the sowh, the Arabian Sea in the weg, 
complete the demarcation of South Asia's cultural zone. In this South Asian zone, Pakistan occupies 
very important position. It is sjtuated in a region described as the “Fulcrum of Asia” because stl 
from three important regions, ie.

Afghanistan is not only important for Pakistan for its relations with other states but it also has senous 
repercussions on its own security and even integrity.

But successive governments in Afghanistan 
remained pro-India hence making Pakistan believe that its eastern and westem borders are insecure.

Although the pro-Taliban policy was criticized by the world, yet Pakistan's security 
strategy with Afghanistan was to support them. After the incident of 9/11, when Afghanistan was 
thrown into the hell of war, Pakistan was compelled to change its policy in favour of the US. Apart

Bhutto's family totally 
failed with Zia not ready to accept foreign intervention in this matter. Finally, on April 4.1979, Bhutto 
was hanged at 2 am in Central Jail, Rawalpindi. He was buried in a village cemetery at Garhi Khuda 
Bakhsh. The execution of Zulfikar Ali Bhutto is still surrounded by many controversaries with many 
seeing it as a Way to get rid of Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. z 


POPULAR UNREST AND Coup (1977-1988) 


Prime Minister Bhutto began facing considerable criticism and increasing unpopularity as his 
term progressed. Initially, he targeted a leader of the opposition Abdul Wali Khan and his party 
National Awami Party (NAP). Despite the ideological similanty of the two parties, the clash of egos 
both inside and outside the National Assembly became increasingly fierce, starting with the federal 
government's decision to oust the NAP provincial govemment in Balochistan for alleged secessionist 
activities. Later on, that clash culminated in banning of the party and arrest of much of its leadership after 
the death of a close lieutenant of Bhutto's, Hayat Muhammad Khan Sherpao in a bomb blast in Peshawar. 

Dissidence also mounted appreciably 
within the PPP, and the murder of Ahmed 
Raza Kasuri's father led to public outrage 
and intra-party hostility as Bhutto was 
accused of masterminding the crime.

MOVEMENT FOR THE RESTORATION OF DEMOCRACY 
Zia and his cronies embarked on an agenda of self-perpetuation. The biggest possible threat, 

Zulfikar Ali Bhutto had been removed already. The process of accountability was ceased from April 4, 
1979 onwards, once the biggest political adversary was out of the way. Now Zia overtly started 
aligning himself with rightist parties, Jama’at-e-Islami is perceived to be the biggest beneficiary trom 
his so-called policy of Islamization. The State propaganda machinery devised systematic means and 
methods to ‘de-politicize’ Pakistani society. The political parties mostly with ‘left from the centre” 
leaning along with certain sections from lawyers and students launched a movement against Zu's 
military regime in February 1981. Eleven parties got together in the Movement for the Restoration of 
Democracy (MRD). As it is evident from the first joint statement of MRD leaders, they "demanded 
the withdrawal of martial law and that free, fair and impartial elections to the National and provincia: 
assemblies should be held under the 1973 Constitution with the objective of transfering power to th. 
elected representatives.” MRD as a resistance movement to the military regime started building up a- 
a serious threat to Zia in early 1981.

Gen. Zia eventually decided to hold elections in the Country. But before handing over the power 
the public representatives, he decided to secure his position as the omnipotent. Thus, a refer po 
em held in December 1984, and the option was to elect or reject the General as the future president, 
The question asked in the referendum was whether the people of Pakistan wanted Islamic Sharia law 
enforced in the country. According to the official result, more than 97% of the votes were cast in 
favour of Zia-ul-Haq. Thus, he was elected as president for the next five years. However, they were

RESTORATION BY SUPREME COURT 


Nawaz Sharif filed a petition in the Supreme Court challenging the dismissal order Of the 
president. On May 26, 1993, a full bench of the Supreme Court gave an almost unanimous (10:1 
verdict, holding that President Ghulam Ishaq Khan had acted unlawfully in dissolving the Nili : 
Assembly and dismissing the Nawaz government. The Supreme Court announced: : 


"On merits by majority (of 10 to 1) we hold that the order of the 18th April, 1993, 
passed by the President of Pakistan is not within the ambit of the powers conferred 
on the President under Article 58(2)(b) and other enabling powers available to him 
in that behalf and has, therefore, been passed without lawfid authority and is of no 
legal effect."

Pakistan’s cooperation in the war against terrorism ended its political isolation internationally 
and its role as a frontline state was once again assumed as it was awarded the status of ‘major non- 
NATO ally’, The insurgent groups used these attacks to bolster their anti-US propaganda through 
arguing that they were fighting Americans who launched attacks on Pakistani territory. One writer 
noted that “Pakistan today is a scary place for Americans" and "it is one of the most anti-American 
countries in the world.”

Thus, howsoever crucial Pakistan’s assistance in Afghanistan has been, it has been eclipsed 
by Pakistan’s contribution to the problem of instability, Insurgency, and terrorism. Pakistan — - 
despite numerous assurances to the contrary - continues to support groups like LeT, which has 
attacked Americans and its allies in Afghanistan since 2004 and which perpetrated the November 
2008 Mumbai outrage in which several Americans were also killed. The US effort to order its South 
Asian foreign policies under the rubric of dehyphenation has failed, in part because of the limits of 
the US national power. American strategists did not recognize the impossibility of successfully 
pursuing the twinned policies of cultivating Pakistan's support in the struggle against violent 
Islamist extremism (at a significant cost to the Pakistan) while also pledging American support to 
help India become a global power.

When the state fails to protect an individual's rights and liberties, and to maintain equitable 
opportunities among various groups, marginal identities tend to perceive state institutions and lawsa 
unjust or oppressive. This situation is ft: ‘her aggravated when some cthnic groups are not drawn into 
mainstream politics by the state. It increases their isolation from the state structure and creates ethnie 
conflicts, The ethnic groups can also tend to violence, if the situaiion persists as the marginalized 
groups take violence as the only way to vent their grievances. 


O Demographic changes 


Ethnic problems emerge not only due to socio-economic processes but also due to demographic 
changes (migration, assimilation, etc.). Large-scale migrations within the state contribute to ethnic 
conflicts. Inter-state migrations also create problems of assimilation. In this way, ethnic conflict starts 
between local people and outsiders gradually. A scholar deribes, when migrants come into contact — 
with people of a distinct culture, traditions and identities, both the groups (migrants and locals) : 
endeavour to retain their hold in the power structure of the state. This situation leads towards ethnic

Centralized System 


Afer the emergence of Pakistan, the mindset of the ruling elite of Pakistan was that national 
Integration was only acquired through centralized system which created ethnic rivalry. The ruling elites 
were of the opinion that a system where provinces have autonomy cannot give rise to national 
integration. But after the application of centralized system in Pakistan there was no national 
integration rather than different ethnic groups called for provincial autono ny. Provinces or ethnic 
groups were not satisfied with the policies of ruling elites. The Constitutions of 1956 and 1962 also 
called for the strong centre rather than the provincial autonomy.

Need of New Dimensions 


Part of the problem is the zero-sum way in which water relations are viewed throughout 

region. Agreements imply the division of a volume of water between two countries or the te

2 pre-azreement status quo. Water is highly politicized in the region, with strong links to food 2 
and the livelihoods of the large proportion of the populations dependent on agriculture. This plays ox 
through the various systems of democracy across South Asia, meaning that trans-boundary Wat 
issues are increasingly dealt within the domain of national security. There is litle perception of Water 
as a ‘shared challenge’. Rather, sentiments towards other riparians are coloured by nationalis 
sendipoins, focusing on past injustice or perceived hostile intentions. These factors mean thy 
negouzhons as they are currently configured stand little chance of success, enhancing distrust if they 
fail. The Indus Waters Treaty is generally seen as one of the most positive aspects of the relationstis 
between Indiz end Pakistan, gamering support for its proven ability to resolve disputes and for its $} 
yer survival through political tension and war.

On April 1, 1948, India opted to cut 
off the water supplies in every canal 
crossing into Pakistan. The pinch of 
the action was translatable to affecting 
drought in Pakistan's agricultural hub, 
ie.

Instantly, a delegation led by Ghulam 
Muhammad, the then Finance Minister and two ministers from the West Punjab — Shaukat 
Hayat Khan and Mumtaz Daultana — was sent to India. Indian government was hesitant to 
oblige Pakistan, and after deposit of seigniorage charges in escrow account, the water supply 
was restored. The abovestated background is a reminder of the fact that today’s issues of 
water resources of Pakistan have their seeds in intense foreign and legal perspectives, which 
even today, find little attention.

principle, Pakistan was entitled to 90% of waters; however, it confined its claim to 75%, but With 
domination of Harmon Doctrine, the rationalized equitable claim of Pakistan didn't materialize 
aforementioned research paper lucidly captures the essence of IWT in the following words: ` 


"the two countries agreed to allow principles of engineering and economics to 
drive the process rather than using legal considerations." 


O  Privies to IWT 


The partakers of IWT are two states, India and Pakistan — and one international organizatia 
Intemational Bank for Reconstruction and Development. The privies of IWT, make it peculiar, and'n 
element of third party, mediation to treaty’ is added. This is different from the provisions of UNW. 
which only foresees states as privies to UNWC as contained in Article IV of the Convention.

Two link canals, namely Chashma-Jhelum and Taunsa-Punjand were constructed from Indus 
River to provide water in times when there is short supply from Jhelum and Chenab rivers. These 
canals are operated even during the water shortage in Sindh and when sufficient water is available in 
Jhelum and Chenab rivers. This is objectionable for Sindh that Balochistan and KPk are exempted 
from sharing shortages of water on the plea that these are small provinces and their shares are 
already less. There is no provision in Accord 1991 to grant exemption to any province. As a result, 
the three provinces, i.e. Punjab, KPk and Balochistan get more than their authorized share and 
Sindh gets less water. The surplus water is not available for storage but only in flood years, that can 
be stored and used in dry years if surplus water is available, for this purpose a potential site of 
storage is at Katzara/Skardu. If three dams on Indus at Bhasha, Kalabagh and Akhori are built, they 
vill be filled in flood seasons, and in dry season the industry and agriculture depend on this will 
definite suffer.

1970-71, the military used force against the people of East Pakistan, the majority of Pakistan’s are h 
who were demanding their democratic rights: a selective genocide was conducted against nae 
people, presumably for ‘national interest’. This undermined the moral and political basis ofa tig 
Pakistan and led to the emergence of an independent Bangladesh. 


In mature democracies, national interest at key moments is determined through a 
institutionalised process of discussion and debate by professionals and politicians. In Pakistan's case 
however, due to the pre-eminent position of the military within Pakistan’s power structure, national 
security considerations as determined by the military play a predominant role in defining nation 
interest even during formally democratic regimes. The weakness of the institutional Structure for 
making policy choices in a complex strategic environment could produce outcomes which are in fact 
counter-productive to the welfare of the people and the security of the State. This risk is immensely 
increased if there is no institutionalized mechanism for changing the policy course in response to 
obviously adverse consequences of earlier bad decisions.

Despite the fact that the country has de-rated capacity to generate electricity UP to 29,0 
MW, the electricity shortfall has swelled to 6,500 MW. , 
The nature of the crisis has evolved over the years from one of chronic power supply deficit y 
one where there is excess installed capacity but not enough cash flow in the system to run it The 
latter gives rise to the ‘circular debt’ issue. Specifically, the ‘circular debt’ in Pakistan's energy 
supply chain refers to the cash flow shortfall incurred in the power sector from the NON-payment of 
obligations by consumers, distribution companies, and the government. 
The focus of past national policies shifted to more expensive and less environment-friendly 
options of producing energy, where the increasing demand for electricity was met with non. 
hydroclectric options, primarily in the shape of thermal electricity. Currently, the power sector 
works on a ‘single-buyer model’, which has several errors.

CONCLUSION

growing dependence on fuel oil. Low-cost sources of power, notably hydroelectric and gas, have not 
been developed as they should over the last several decades. Low international oil prices in the 1990. 
may also have contributed to the relaxed attitude toward thermal power generation based on fuel oil 
The quadrupling of international oil prices over the last decade or so, combined with inefficiencies in 
power production and distribution, have meant that, despite very large tariff increases, the burden of 
energy subsidies has grown enormously. Pakistan’s present weak fiscal and foreign exchange position 
can be attributed to a significant degree to its problems in the energy sector. Resolving the energy

Afghanistan with 5 % and around 15 % in Tibet. The two major riparian's, Pakistan and India, i 
extensively dammed the Indus River to provide for irrigation and hydro-electricity. The Indus has five 
main tributaries. The Jhelum, the largest of these, originates in the Valley of Kashmir. The Chenab, a 
second tributary, flows through the Jammu region of the state of Jammu and Kashmir before entering 


the Indian state of Punjab. The remaining three tributaries (Ravi, Sutlej and Teas) either originate or `

Likewise, the Instrument of Accession of October 26, 1947. and the Kashmir 
Accord of 1974 between Sheikh Muhammad Abdullah and Indira Gandhi are at best regional 
international treaties. These treaties, which have provided the foundations for Constitutional ang 
national legislation, cannot.be discounted for in examining the legal status of these territories, Since a 
treaty is an ‘agreement’ in its essence, therefore, the ‘consent’ part of it cannot be divorced in an 
attempt to ascertain the aspirations of the people of these areas. . 


O International Law 


Between 1947 and 1971, as many as 18 Security Council resolutions were Passed in 
connection with the Kashmir dispute; all of these were Chapter VI Resolutions under the UN 
Charter. Brian R. Farrell of the University of Iowa's College of Law has written in detail about 
the international law as contained in the UNSC Resolutions in his article 'The Security Council 
and Kashmir’. The most important amongst these Resolutions is UNSC Resolution 47 of 1948 
from the viewpoint of Pakistan. The Resolution was a detailed document, which separately 
outlined the obligations for Pakistan and India, and later provided for establishing of a Jammu 
and Kashmir Plebiscite Administrator’ for ultimately conducting the plebiscite. Admittedly, the 
international law on Kashmir does not emanate from a single legal document; it is found in

The proposals of autonomy or 
maintaining status quo were confirmed by a poll conducted jointly by major news outlets on 
August 12, 2007: CNN-IBN and Hindustan Times in India and two Pakistani newspapers, A 
majority of those polled in Kashmir Valley (87 % to be precise) preferred freedom (azadi). The 
azadi means both the rejection of Line of Control into an international border and rejection of 
concept of autonomy. j

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Total current expenditures for the year 2021-22 are estimated at Rs 7,523 billion 

As last year, the mark up in the current year is still driving the current expenditures with a 7.3 
percent increase in 2021-22. The mark-up payments for the year 2021-22 have been estimated at 
Rs. 3,059 billion, out of which Rs 2,757 billion would be paid on domestic debt and Rs 302 
billion on foreign debt.

_ The design of the 21st Amendment needs to be understood before embarking on its examination. 
A careful poring of the Amendment reveals that it has three operative parts. Its first part is contained 
in Section 1(3) of the Amendment Act, which is reproduced hereunder: 

“The provisions of this Act shall remain in force for a period of two years from the 

date of its commencement and shall cease to form part of the Constitution and shall 
stand repealed on the expiration of the said period.” 

This part is also called the sunset clause of the Amendment as it spells out the temporal 
lication of the Amendment, and also pronounces the repealing mechanism. The second part is 
tained in Section 2, and it aims to amend Article 175 of the Constitution. It reads: 

“Provided that the provisions of this Article shall have no application to the trial of 
of the Acts mentioned at serial No. 6, 7, 8 and 9 of sub-part IH or 
who claims, or is known, to belong to any terrorist 
group or organization using the name of religion or a sect.

Kelsen did not attempt to formulate a theory which iene 
lowhtananism as he sttached the greatest importance to keeping law and might apart. td 
Keiseu's theory is also open to serous criticism on the ground that, by making effectivenesc 
the political change, as the sole condition or criterion of its legality, it excludes from considerati 
sociologica? factors of morality and justice which contribute to the acceptance or effectiveness of " 
new Legal Order. It must not be forgotten that the continued validity of the grundnorm has an ethical 
background, in so far as an clement of morality is built in it as part of the criterion of its validity 
These considerstions assume special importance in an ideological State like Pakistan, which was 
brought into being as a result of the demand of the Muslims of the Indo-Pakistan subcontinent for the 
establishment ofa bomeland in which they could order their lives in accordance with the teachings of 
the Holy Qur'an and Sunnah. When the demand was accepted, it was given effect to by means ofa 
Constitution passed by the British Parliament, which held sovereignty over India in 1947, In Other 
words, the birth of Pakistan is grounded both in ideology and legality. 

Accordingly, a theory sbout law which seeks to exclude these considerations cannot be made 
the binding rule of decision in the Courts of this country. It follows, therefore, that the legal 
consequences of an abrupt political change of the present kind must be judged not by the application 
of an abstract theory of law in vacuum, but by a consideration of the total milieu in which the change 
is brought about, namely the objective political situation prevailing at the time, its historica] 
imperatives 2nd compulsions; the motivation of those responsible for the change, and the extent to 
which tbe old Legal Order is sought to be preserved or suppressed. Only on a comprehensive view of 
all these factors can proper conclusions be reached as to the truc character of the new Legal Order. 

"Doctrine of necessity" — Scope — Limitation — Prerequisites to be satisfied. — The 
doctrine ‘of “necessity”, namely rendering lawful that which otherwise is unlawful, is well established 
in jurisprudence (id guod alias non est liciturn, necessitas licitum tacit" — that which otherwise is not 
lawful necessity makes lawful). In constitutional law the application of Martial Law is but an extended 
application of this concept of State necessity. Situations are conceivable where the normal law of the 
land may have to give way before necessity, particularly in a situation where the welfare of the State 
and its subjects are at stake, and in a proper case it would be the Court's duty to recognize such a 
situation end to act upon the principle "salus populi suprema lex" despite the express provisions of the 
Constitution. The question whether the conditions obtaining in Pakistan necessitated the above step 
has to be answered by reference to the happenings in Pakistan. A situation had arisen in Pakistan for 
which the Constitution provided no solution. The aunosphere was surcharged with the possibility of 
further violence, confusion and chaos. As the Constitution itself could not measure up to the situation 
the doctrine of State necessity became epplicable, tor where the safety of the State and the welfare of 
the people are in imminent danger necessity justifies a departure from the ordinary principles of law.

LESSONS FROM Covip-19 


Although far from over, the Covid-59 pandemic has already provided important lessons. From 
the public health point of view, perhaps the most important one ís that the best service a government 
can give its citizens --- and to the rest of the world — is to never ignore, dismiss, or hide the extent of 
an infectious disease outbreak, because it has the potential of becoming an epidemic or even a 

andemic that will spread throughout most countries in the world, 

Sound information is essential in controlling an epidemic effectively. The backbone of public 
health policies and actions entails accurate and reliable statistics about the number of cases and their 
location. When a viral infection evolves in a way that seems ominous from the beginning, the moral 

responsibility of all governments is to make this information widely known so that adequate measures 
of protection can be taken at the global level. 
Further, it is important to convey such information through the World Health Organization 
(WHO), where all governments (including the United States) are represented. to insure the 
formulation of adequate policies. Delay in conveying this information has been costly in the fight 
against Covid-19, allowing the pandemic to progress at a vertiginous pace and causing an unnecessary 
loss of lives. 

Equally crucial is to know how many diagnostic tests and hospital beds are available, as well as 
the number of health professionals with protective equipment and all other resources necessary to 
combat an epidemic. Where these resources are insufficient, the government should be prepared to 
take all measures to make them available at the first sign of an epidemic. Outbreak and epidemic 
preparedness plans already exist in most countries, so national authorities should make sure that they 
are periodically checked and updated. esi i saa i Ge
